It should provide ma 
chinery through which there may be 
fair and calm discussion of the suh- 
ject of dispute by both employer and 
employee; mediation, if necessary, bs 
nonprejudiced persons, and thorough 
going publicity of all the facts. 

“Two things seem to me to be fun- 
damental in setting up such machin- 
ery. Of these, the first is that the 
adjustment board, when created. 
should consist of representatives of 
the employers on the one hand and 
representatives of the particular craft 
concerned in the controversy on tae 
other. The second is that it is better 
in every way that boards of adjust. 
ment or boards of investigation ani 
review, instead of being fixed in their 
personnel, should be filled by ap- 
pointments made from time to tim- 
as controversies arise. Nothing t- 
more difficult, as recent experien-e 
has taught us, than for a permanent 
board to retain the confidence of em 
plover and employee. Each decision 
it is called upon to make exposes ;! 
to the charge of having unduly fa 
vored one side or the other and is 
pointed to as a precedent when svi!» 
sequent decisions are to be made.

Is this an oriental 
fatalism that finds a voice in Rus- 
sia? Or is it a philosophy that rises 
above the barriers of nationalism and 
race, something of the type of Rolland 
in France during the war, who said 
that defeat refashioned the spiritually 
elite of a nation and by its purging 
qualities set a people on a_ higher 
road? Gorki believes Russia will yet 
enlightemw’ the world.

1 voted against granting the Gerr- 
gia Railway and Power Company ar 
inerease in the gas rates of Atlant» 
from 81.45 to $1.90 net per 1,000 
cubic feet. Subsequently, when pro- 
testing citizens of Atlanta asked the 
Commission to rescind its order allow- 
ing the increase, I moved that the 
order be rescinded, but my motion was 
aefeated. . 

I voted in favor of the petition of 
the Board of Edueation of the Cit, 
of Atlanta’ to require the Georgia 
Railway and Power Company to give 
one-half fares to ‘the public school 
children of Atlanta who travel on the 
street cars of said compd@ny on their 
way to and returning from school.

ears, as I consider the tax unjust and 
unreasonable.

New York, September 1.—(Special.) 
Special reports on the progress of the 


eotton crop in August recefved under 
an average date of August 26, reflect 
the deterioration that has taken place 
as a resuit of drouth throughout near- 
ly the whole of the cotton belt and 
show that more than 1,800 competent 
correspondents of this journal have 
felt compelled to lower their estimates 
of percentage condition to 62.2 per 
cent, a drop of 4.3 per cent for the 
month.
